A Lessou to be Ltarnt From tlic 
Revolution in Spaiu. 

If anything wore wanting in the 
•world's history to complote tlio link* 
©i evidence, which show how eurelj 
the sovereignty' of the pooplo makes 
itself felt sooner or later among all 
nations, and through all r^gtoriB ol the 
•world, the present revolution in Spain, 
if it ifi as complote aB the telegraph 
reports would- lead us to sujiposo, 
■would supply tho roisBing link. 
Hitherto in tho SpaniBh wars one 
djnaBty, or ono claimant to the crown, 
has' been struggling agai nat another, 
and although tho country has boon 
frequently; during tlio last two 
hundred years, over-run by foreign 
armies, the Spaniards themsolvos have 
merer been oonquered ; victorious 
armies havo by turns occupied the 
principal citioB, and crowned houda 
have been compelled to soek safoty in 
flight, but notwithstanding tho deloat 
of the Spanish armies, her pooplo 
have never been held in subjection to 
any foreign invader. One of the 
greatest hisorians of the present 
century has said of Spain, "JSothing 
can be more contemptible than tbe 
regular military resistance- which 
Bpaiu offers to an invader ; nothing 
more formidable than tbe energy 
■whioh sbo puts forth when her regular 
military resistance has been boaton 
down. ilor soldiers, as compared 
with other soldiers, are deficiontin 
military qualities j bat the peasant 
has as much of those qualities as I be 
soldier." This was written more than 
tbirty-fivo years ago, and subsequent 
events have shown how futile hnvc 
been tho attempts of thoso wao havo 
sought to govern this proud aud un- 
conquerable people, without consulting 
the'cational will, and without paying 
due attention to tho nutional Bpirit, 
whioh though slnggiBh in seasons ol 
ease and prosperity is indomitable in 
adversity. It i&.iinpofsible jet to say 
wbat may be tho rosult of the present 
revolution ; that there aro many 
staunch royalists in Spain is iadubi- 
tr.ble, and it is not improbable tbat a 
reaction may speedily tako place; in 
facts tho Spanish nation aro not adapt- 
ed for republican institutions ; as a 
people they are too indolent to excel 
under a domooracy, and unloas the 
present circumstances bring out tho 
hidden qualities of some great Span- 
iards, the country will inevitably go 
back to monarchy, and tbo present 
er late Sovereign will merely bo ex- 
changed for another. Willi a change 
of dynasty there will naturally come 
about a change of politics; any 
Soveieign called to rulo over Spain at 
the present juncture mu.^t rule by the 
will of tbo people, the country has 
boos sufficiently rosscd to a -ocr.so sf 
the misgoverumont of the last thirty- 
five years, to insist upon having a 
voice in tho government administta 
tion of public affairs for the future. 
Hitherto,, more especially during tne 
reign of Quoen iBabelh, popular re- 
presentation has been a Bern bl a nee 
rather than a reality ; there can be 
little doubt that tho yoke is now 
shaken off, and although it "is poss : ble 
that Spain may return to a monarchi- 
cal form of government, she will in 
future be really ruled by tho people, 
as must soonor or later bo tbo ease iu 
every civilized country. As education 
raises the poople in all nations of tbo 
world to a level, many dogroos higher 
than that which they havo been con- 
tent to occupy in past ages, solt-gov- 
ornmotit boeo:nes more ca«y and 
praotioablo, the pooplo becomo more 
enlightened, whilst the aristocracy, 
who in past ago* woro al most a (lis - 
tinct race, do not, in fact cannot pro- 
gress in equal ratio, consequently ttio 
distinctions between tho governing 
class and tho mass of tho people, are 
not now sc marked and defined as ibey 
woro in thoso agos in which education 
was a luxury only to bo enjoyed by 
tho rioh. The progress of arts and 
sciences, and tho advancement of edu- 
cation has indood dono much to bring 
classes to a clOBor level in tho lust two 
centuries, and we bIiuII assuredly find 
that as tbo masses become more ou- 
liyhtonod thoy will not rest contont 
without thoir proper sharo in tho 
govornmont of tho country to which 
they belong, tbo present revolution in 
Spain should bo a losson to all 
rulers of kingdoms, and countries; the 
age of despotic Government 1ms passed 
away from all tho iivilisvd nations upon 
tho earth, and is fust disappearing from 
thoso less advaaced nutions, who in past 
ages have been contented with thut form 
of Government which left nothing to the 
people beyond. the privilege of contribute 



ing Ibeir quota to tho expense of carrying 
on the public affairs of tbo country. It 
is strango tbat amongst ourselves, whoso 
boast is that we belong to a nation that 
has always been foremost amongst tho 
pioneers of civilisation on the earth, there 
should bo so much apathy iu tho Councils 
of thoso who administer public affairs 
that they should attempt to carry on tho 
Government of this Colony without any 
reference to tho wishes of tho people 
How long will this state of things lust ? 
With all her faults Queen Isabella of 
Spain had douo more, previous to tho late 
insurrection, to win the hearts of her 
people, than Governor Seymour has ever 
dono to ehosv his interest in the welfare- of 
the pooplo tbat he has be?n appointed to 
govern in this Colony. If it may be 
allowe to us to compare tho Governor 
of ono of tbe youngest Colouies of the 
world, with the Sovereign of one of tho 
oldest kingdoms iu tho world; wo might 
to a step further aud invito him to take 
warning, and remind him that it 'js wiser 
to listen to tho voico of tho people in 
timo, and not to delay until acts of con- 
ciliation will bo no longer acts of graco.
